Wild Life Stamps 


The Honourable Alcide Cote, Post- 
master General, has announced the 
details of the two new design wildlife 
series postage stamps that will be 
issued on the 4th April to emphasize 
Canada’s National Wildlife Week. 

A 4c purple stamp will illustrate 
the head of a Musk-ox and a 5e blue 
stamp will illustrate two Whooping 
Cranes in flight. The 4c stamps was 
designed by Emanuel Hahn, R.C.A., 
of Toronto and the 5e stamp by Dr. 
William Rowan, F.R.S.C., a zoologist 
of Edmonton, Alberta. Both stamps 
are being engraved and printed by 
the Canadian Bank Note Company, 
Ottawa. 

Both of the creatures illustrated 
on the new postage stamps existed in 
fair numbers a century ago, but are 
now rare. Whooping Cranes for- 
merly nested over a wide area in 
Western Canada; indiscriminate 
hunting almost wiped out the species, 
which now consists of only 21 birds. 
These birds are strictly protected by 
both Canada and the United States. 
Their nesting grounds are unknown, 
but they migrate south each autumn 
and spend the winter in Texas. 

Musk-oxen, now limited to a few 
small herds on the mainland and 
islands of the Northwest Territories, 
are totally protected by the regula- 
tions of the Northwest Territories 
game authorities. 

By issuing these two postage 
stamps, the Post Office Department 
wishes to join with those private, 
provincial and Federal Government 
Agencies that are striving to in- 
crease the interest in the importance 
of securing and restoring the wild- 
life resources of Canada, not only 
for their considerable economic 
value, but also because they are a

The 5e Whooping Crane stamp will 
be horizontal] and will measure ap- 
proximately 1!2"x1". The 4e Musk- 
ox stamp will be vertical, small size, 
measuring approximately 1”x%”. 
These two stamps are of the com- 
memorative type and will not þe re- 
ordered when the original supply is 
exhausted. The large size Whooping 
Crane stamps will be issued to Post- 
masters in panes of 50 stamps each 
and the small Musk-ox stamps in 
panes of 100 stamps each. These 
stamps will not be overprinted with 
the letter “G” for use by Government 
Departments. 

The new design postage stamps 
will both be printed from two plates, 
Nos. 1 and 2. Plate number blocks 
will only be supplied from the Phila- 
telie Section of this Department with 
orders for this stamp in mint condi- 
tion. Fifty stamps, a full pane, must 
be ordered for each plate number 
block of the large size 5c stamp and 
100 stamps, a full pane, must be 
ordered for each plate number block 
of the small size, 4c stamp. 

Rules re first day covers are as 
published in February issue of P.S. 
for the new 10c stamp, other than 
that a De service charge extra to 
postage required will be made for 
each cover. 

Plate No. 5 has been added for the 
4c Q.E. 1954 stamp and plate 6 for 
the 5c. Plates Nos. 1 and 2 for the 
4c and 5e values are no longer evail- 
able at the Philatelie Agency. Only 
the 5e value was overprinted with 
the letter *G" up to early February. 
They were applied to plates 1 and 2.

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RAMBLING GOSSIP

Change in prices for two of the Gt. 
Britain issues of 1939-42 are reported 
in the London Gibbons Monthly for 
February. The 2/6 yellow green 
Scott's 249a has been raised to 7/6 
for mint and 1/- for used..The 10/- 
ultramarine 251a for used has ad- 
vanced to 5/-. The Capex issue of 
Canada have moved upwards for the 
4c, 5c and 15c mint. 

Two good African sets have been 
raised which include the Northern 
Rhodesia Rhodes Queen issue as well 
as the Southern Rhodesia Rhodes 
Queen stamps. In addition some half 
dozen of the regular first issue now 
cbsolete have been raised. 

A new issue from India came to 
hand some weeks ago of many inter- 
esting pictorials. It seems too bad 
however that all of the high denom- 
inations are in the small size, which 
will, I feel, detract enthusiasm for 
the set. 

A few weeks ago a very generous 
gift was made to the Philatelic Foun- 
dation of New York by Mr. Hans 
Lundberg of Toronto in presenting 
his entire collection of Heligoland to 
the organization. This remarkable 
accumulation consisting of complete 
sheets of the originals and all known 
reprints of these issues will prove of 
great value for future verification 
of these intricate stamps. 

A new variety in our 1897 Jubilee 
issue was reported some days ago in, 
that the 1c orange had been discover- 
ed with the E missing in ONE and an 
L substituted for the E in CENT. 
This is really something and will be 
of great interest to all collectors of 
Canadian stamps. In past years I 
have examined thousands of these 
stamps but never had the good fort- 
une to find a similar variety. 

With regard to our new 10c stamp 
it does not appeal to me as being a 
very attractive addition to our prev- 
ious pictorials, and there is nothing 
about it which one could call artistic. 
A small description somewhere such 
as “An Arctic Kyak" would have tak- 
en away some of its bleakness. 

Six new Cayman Islands arrived a 
few days ago, an addition to previous 
printings. The new stamps consist of 
the Ud, 3d, 1/-, 2/-, 5/- and 10/-, all 


pietorials with inset of the Queen's 
head. 

A note in the London *SC" Weekly 
informs us that prices for loose leaf 
albums will likely be raised due to 
the extra costs of hand labor which 
is necessary in the manufacture of 
these lines. 

In the same weekly our old friend 
“Fyndem” suggests there is a good 
future for our first issue of the 
Queen coils, Scott’s 331-332-333 and 
lays stress on used copies. Another 
tip of his is the Australian Olympic 
which was on sale for only one month 
and now reported short. 

The latest discovery of the St. Ed- 
ward Crown is reported on the 2R25 
value of Seychelles. 

The theft in England of rare Cape 
stamps from the collection of Lt. Col. 
W. Darcy Hall at Nettlebed, Oxon, 
has had disastrous results for the 
thief, John Marsh, who was senten- 
ced to ten years in prison. The recov- 
ery of a number of these rarities 
was due to the watchfulness of Mr, J. 
Sanders of Southampton and other 
dealers in London to whom several of 
the stamps had been offered for sale.

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BRUCE MINES POSTMARK 
By Frank W. Campbell 





CAN, 


This postmark has been frequently 
referred to me as an early item from 
Northern Ontario, especially since 
the uranium ore hunt in that sec- 
tion has brought to mind place names 
not commonly heard of. 

Bruce Mines is somewhat south of 
the uranium “section” but it was the 
discovery of copper there in the 1830 
era that started the mining cevelop- 
ment that soon spread to the nickel 
mining at Sudbury. 

The post office was opened in 1848 
with Henry Acton as postmaster. 

St. Joseph Island post office near- 
by was opened in 1846, the same day 
as Sault Ste. Marie and Manitouwan- 
ing, the *u" is the first spelling. 

For many years all the records of 
St. Joseph Island seem to tie in very 
elosely with Bruce Mines, as in old 
data in Detroit library regarding 
these Northern Ontario post offices 
H. Acton of Bruce Mines, seems to 
have been the personal name signed 
to all receipts and data referring to 
St. Joseph Island. The post mark 
read St. Joseph-Lake Huron in the 
first one furnished. 

These postmarks of an inch wide 
gothie type started in 1845 with the 
first one being furnished to Montreal. 
In the new Holmes eatalog No. 8 a 
12 page article on early postmarks 
uses Round-6 as the style of this 
marking as enough is now known 
about Canada postmarks styles and 
their starting dates to use a code that 
designates very closely just what 
style mark is used for the early post 
offices. The word *Round" was used 
to differentiate the style from 
“Double Circle” as collectors des- 
cribing items so commonly used the 
word Double Circle to deseribe this 
which is actually part of two double 
circles. A full double cirele is self 
explanatory. 
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I have a list of the 12,000 Canada 
post offices that existed before 1895 
arranged alphabetically, and also a 
list of over 2,000 early postmark in- 
struments ordered in England, so it 
is easy for me to decipher smudged 
or indefinite postmarking. 


CALGARY HONORS COLLECTOR 

George A. Morrison, a charter 
member of the Calgary Philatelic 
Society, was made an honorary life 
member cf the society at the soci- 
ety's 32nd annual dinner in the Hotel 
Palliser recently. 

Nearly 50 city stamp collectors at- 
tended the dinner. 

The award to Mr. Morrison was 
made by S. T. Richardson, the only 
other honorary life member in the 
organization. 

Mr. Morrison, as a charter mem- 
ber, helped found the organization 
32 years ago and also served as its 
president and manager of the sales 
circuit. 

During the evening Fred Billings, 
formerly of Vancouver, and now a 
nember of the Calgary society, 
spoke of the stamps of the Union of 
South Africa. He illustrated his topic 
with many pages from his collection. 

About 50 frames of members 
stamps, covering a wide range, were 
exhibited. Mr. S. T. Richardson, 
assisted by J. Benninger and G. Hill 
auctioned off over 100 lots which 
realized fairly high prices, some over 
catalogue. 





THE MUSK-OX 

A curious animal generally includ- 
ed in the oxen family, but has been 
also regarded by some naturalists as 
being more properly classified with 
the sheep, and in general appearance 
the musk-ox somewhat resembles a 
large sheep. Its body is covered by 
a coat of tufted hair of great length 
of a brownish color. The hair affords 
material for the manufacture of a 
delicate fabric of silky nature, but 
it cannot be obtained in sufficient 
abundance for commercial purposes 
of any extent. The average size of 
the male is that of a small domestic 
ox. In habits these animals are 
gregarious, each herd numbering 
from 20 to 80 members, and it in- 
habits the Arctic regious of Ameri- 
ca.—Everybody’s Encyclopedia, N.Y., 
1912 edition.

War I Covers 

Covers from this war seem to be a 
great deal more scarce than they 
should be. It is particularly diffi- 
cult to find very much in the line of 
Patrioties. Some of the auxiliary 
service covers are quite nice, a bit 
more plentiful, but still not too com- 
mon. 

Y.M.C.A. covers turn up now and 
then and are very attractive. There 
are several types. Some have the 
basic triangle design, others have the 
triangle in combination with the 
maple leaf in various arrangements. 
A much tougher one is the small flag 
cesign, 

The Salvation Army used an at- 
tractive large Canadian Flag design 
for its corner card. These turn up 
once in a while. 

The Catholic Army Huts had at 
least two types of corner cards. Both 
use the maple leaf design, but one is 
very attractively done in color and 
also incorporates the flag. 

It’s not an Auxiliary Service cov- 
er but the 188th Saskatchewan Over- 
seas Battalion had. an attractive 
Maple Leaf corner card design. 

Can you report any others? 





#261—#E9 Special Delivery— 
“Broken 0” 

Mr. Cryderman of Bissett, Mani- 
toba showed me an interesting 
variety lately,—on the 10e over- 
printed on the 20c Special Delivery 
(#E9). The “0” of the right “10” 
was clearly broken, nearly the en- 
tire upper left quarter of the “0” be- 
ing gone. Has anyone else reported 
this variety? Is it constant, or just 
a minor printing flaw caused by some 
foreign substance?

Board Stamps

LETTER TO EDITOR 
Dear Sir:— 

I noted with interest the letter of 
Wm. Stanhope in your January issue 
and wish to voice some thoughts on 
the questions he raises. 

He refers to the *Law of dimish- 
ing returns" which is quite frequently 
applied in economie theory. He makes 
however two basie assumptions: 1— 
that everyone who collects stamps 
does so in anticipation of economie 
results. I doubt the validity of this 
assumption in practice. 2—That there 
is an upper limit that can be put up- 
on personal satisfactions. I also doubt 
if this is so. 

I could never imagine this hobby 
“being pushed to the diminishing re- 
turns danger point” through no dir- 
ection as to what one should collect 
but rather that the opposite of super- 
imposing directions would bring the 
result that Mr. Stanhope suggests. 
We are all essentially individualists 
and most people attracted to this 
wonderful hobby are extremely so. 

He wonders why all the excitement 
over these watermark errors referred 
to as “St. Edward Crown Error” and 
the “Missing Crown Errors”. Why de- 
cry one’s fellow collector because 
this man wants to collect something 
different? This is the spice—if not 
the actual life blood of the stamp 
collecting hobby—and I suggest we 
should never criticize our fellow col- 
lector just because he wants to col- 
lect something different. Why do col- 
lectors save perforation differences, 
watermark differences, paper differ- 
ences, colour differences, etc? Why 
do some study stamps in minute de- 
tail, collect various kinds of plate 
varieties, try and plate an issue, col- 
lect plate blocks, booklets—in fact 
why collect plain ordinary stamps at 
all? 

It might be of interest for you to 
know that we have had 27 enquiries 
for these St. Edward Crown wmk. 
errors. Why do serious Br. Colonial 
customers request copies of this er- 
ror? I am sure I do not know, but if 
our customers want something, we do 
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our best to get it. We certainly never 
try to super-impose on them what 
they should or should not collect. 
That is their decision and let us hope 
it stays that way or we will take 
away the intangible attraction that 
the hobby has for many people.— 
Wm. T. Jackson.

BEING DEALER-EXPERT 
BRINGS TRIBULATIONS 





One evening last year Mr. Fred 
Jarrett was guest speaker at a Can- 
adian Stamp Dealers’ Association 
meeting. In the course of an in- 
teresting and by times humourous 
talk he mentioned that it might be 
considered a good thing for a dealer 
to write a book on stamps. He had 
published three, culminating with his 
1929 book which had established him 
as a dealer-expert. Result: his ad- 
vice for a dealer was never to be 
known publicly as an expert. It fin- 
ished him. People did not buy from 
him—only came for advice. Nor 
was writing stamp books a way to 
become rich. His experience had 
proved otherwise. His 1929 book 
was to sell for $7.00. One chap trad- 
ed stamps for a bunch of the books 


and undercut the price by selling 
them for $4.50 each. That was be- 
fore the books started selling from 
$20.00 to $30.00 each when nobody 
had any left in stock. Among other 
phases of the stamp business he men- 
tioned: 

Some present day rarities were 
purchased cheaply in the early days. 
As in the case of a block of 12 of 
the 1868’s showing the complete 
watermark of E and C Bothwell, ete. 
He sold it for 1,800.00 in those days. 
There is an interesting story about 
this watermark. Jarrett had a 
photograph made of this item and 
later on some collector saw the pic- 
ture and declared that Jarrett’s 
piece contained an amazing’ error— 
the watermark distinctly showed up 
as “E. € G. Bothwell, ete. After 
some flurries of excitement and re- 
checking it was found that the 
photographer thought the “C” look- 
ed like a bad “G” and so he retouch- 
ed the “C” to make a good “G.” 

Mr. Jarrett moved to Toronto 
Street and found that other dealers 
brought stamps to the expert for ad- 
vice, etc. People did not buy from 
Jarrett—only came for advice. A 
woman had come in with 500 1868’s— 
all peeled off covers and damaged. 
After a discussion she promised to 
come back with those left on cover 
but did not show up. 

Speaking lastly Mr. Jarrett stated 
his dealer experiences had cost him 
good hard cash, but in one ease he 
went to a shop and asked for a cer- 
tain cover. The dealer knew him as 
an expert and charged him $65.00 
for a $1.00 cover. Mr. Jarrett had 
noticed that the cover felt as though 
there was something inside of it be- 
sides a letter so he paid his price and 
on checking the contents at home, 
found a le Laid and a le Orange 
1868. ————

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LAST PONY EXPRESS RIDER 


Broncho Charlie, reputed the last 
of the Wild West Pony Express rid- 
ers recently died in America at the 
age of 105. Charlie first rode for the 
Pony Express when he was 11 years 
of age when he took the mail to Car- 
son City after the original carrier 
had been killed by Indians. 

After that, Charlie had many 
brushes with Indians bue he always 
got through with the mail for which 
the charge was about £1 an ounce and 
the letters were carried in relays of 
riders nearly 2,000 miles in about 11 
days. 

Charlie was afterwards a rider in 
Buffalo Bil's Wild West show and 
came to England in 1887 but nothing 
he ever did then was as exciting as 
when he carried the mail over plain 
and snow through country inhabited 
by Red Indians.—From Tom Morg- 
an's column in Philatelie Magazine.

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BACK-STAMPING 


Years ago and not further back 
than the writer's boyhood letters in 
Canada were back-stamped showing 
the date received at the addressee's 
post office. Somewhere along the 
line sinee then the practice  disap- 
peared. Probably dispensed with in 
the matter of saving time in hand- 
ling mail. 

From a collector’s standpoint this is 
regrettable. Collectible covers have 
only half the story without the back 
stamp. If a collector wants’ back 
stamps he must now register his 
mail. Even to non-collectors there 
are times when the lack of a back 
stamp sometimes leaves the  ad- 
dressee holding the bag without 
proof that he did not receive a de- 
layed letter in time to act upon a 
closely set. date for some social or 
business assignment. Had the back 
stamp been there he had irrefutable 
proof that the letter did not arrive 
at his post office until it was too 
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late to act upon its request. 

Sometimes streamlining and time- 
Saving practices save money but cut 
off some former but desirable ser- 
vice. 


“Stamps” magazine, N.Y., Febru- 
ary 26th carried an article wherein 
the U.S. Postmaster General disclos- 
es details of a proposed change in the 
registered mail service and asks 
publie comment before adopting it. 
The new service would be called 
“certified mail”. A 15c charge would 
be made for giving a certificate of 
mailing and have the letter carrier 
take a delivery receipt, which would 
be available to the sender for a fee 
of Te or slightly more. Without going 
into details of procedure in regard to 
placing of the certified mail coupon 


on the envelope as well as paying the 


15e service postage and regular post- 
age, it is designed to afford proof of 
receipt of the letter without payment 
of the usual 30e registration fee.
